Zoning Has A Place In The Community 


The Hondo City Council has named' 
five men to the newly formed zoning 
committee, with Hugh Meyer as chair- j 
man. 
Zoning is a feared word to some 
while to others it is merely a formality 
and to still others, it is one of the best 
steps a city can ever take. 
Zoning has a purpose. One of its 
main purposes is to keep residential 
areas residential — in other 
words, 
keep the cook stove in the kitchen. 
Hondo is growing and will probably 
continue to grow — estimated popula­ 
tion of Hondo by 1960 is 10,000. The 
City Council has looked ahead with 
enough vigilance to know Hondo needs 
some kind of zoning laws. 
Zoning consists of about one-third 
law and two-thirds 
human relations, 
mixed in with trust between towns peo­ 
ple and the committee. 
The Council has not decided how 
to zone the town, and that will be one j 
of the main tasks facing 
the zoning 
commission. But, the Council has found 
a definite need for zoning. 
The planning and zoning commit-1 


tee has the power 
to 
employ such 
qualified persons as may be necessary 
for the proper conduct and undertakings 
of the commission and to pay for their 
services end such other necessary ex­ 
penses provided that the cost of such 
services ond expense shall not exceed 
the amount appropriated by the gov­ 
erning body for the use of the com­ 
mission.

creating a planning and zoning com­ 
mittee states that the commission shall 
have the power and it shall be its duty 
to make and recommend for adoption 
a master plan for the future develop­ 
ment of the municipality 
and its en­ 
virons and will prepare a comprehen­ 
sive plan and ordinance for zoning the 
city.

Livestock 
parasites 
are 
now 
making a “ two-gun” 
attack on 
farmers’ profits, the American 
Foundation for 
Animal 
Health 
warned today. 


“ Not only do these pests cause 
a loss by making stock unthrifty, 
they also lower the resistance of 
livestock, 
making 
them 
more 
easy prey to infectious diseases,” 
foundation officials pointed oat. 


Parasites may cause damage 
to the 
animals’ 
skin, 
also to 
i n t estinal 
walls 
and 
mucous 
membranes, 
leaving 
the 
way 
open for infections to enter. Loss 
of blood and failure to use feed 
efficiently also leaves 
the 
vic­ 
tims with less strength to fight 
off germs and viruses. 


Authorities listed several dis­ 
eases which may develop follow­ 
ing parasite infestations. Pneu­ 
monia can easily follow damage 
done by lung worms in sheep. 
The parasites block portions of 
the lung, 
thus 
causing 
pneu­ 
monia. Black disease may also 
be caused in sheep when imma­ 
ture flukes penetrate the liver. 
Peritonitus in pigs is commonly 
caused by thomhead worms pen­ 
etrating intestinal 
walls. 
Prac­ 
tically 
all 
parisitized 
animals 
suffer from anemia, and there 
are numerous other problems for 
which parasites can help pave 
the way. 


“ Farmers should adopt a con­ 


tinuous program to combat ani­ 
mal parasites of all kinds,” the 
Foundation said. “ Eradication is 
often difficult, 
and 
each case 
should be checked by a veter­ 
inarian to make sure the correct 
measures are used and to avoid 
loss of time and animals. Where 
the parasites have led to a dis­ 
ease condition, the diagnosis may 
be complex and difficult.”
